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Geast Guards Defended 
by U. S. Government. |

Three coast guardsmen were acquit- 
by a jury in the Unitei 
States District court, where they he ve 
been On ‘trial for tke. murder of Er- 
mon H. Jones, whe was shot March 
14, 1927, while aboard a pleasurs craft 
of Tahiti beach. Those acquitted 
were Boatswain H P. Parry, known 

as “ Two Gun Party,” and Guardsmen 
"| E. Lowery and Joseph Kaslom. 

The verdict occasioned little sur- 
prise. The final summing up this 
morning revealed weakness in the evi- 
gence. The defendants were charged 
with murder. Judge William B. Shep- 
pard in instructing the jury said the 
evidence did net sustain more than a 
mansiaughter ¢harge at the most. 

Did They Warn Yacht? 

At the end, the case hinged on the 
question of whether the coast guards- 
men had gives ample warning and had. 
made their Mentity known to those 
in the Jones boat and had taken dili- 
gent precautions to make it heave to 
pefore opening fire. 

The state had earlier pointed out it 
was handicapped in the prosecution 
by @ dearth of witnesses, On the Jones 
boat there were four witnesses of the 
shooting. One was Jones, who was 
shot and Mater died; a second man on 
the boat died a few months ago; the 
hird witness, Miss Jean McCoy, 
fancée of Jones, had “ absconded,’’ so 
the prosecution set forth. The fourth 
witness on the Jones boat was John 
Brewer of Coral Gables, who testified 
those on the boat knew nothing of the 
shooting from the coast patrol until 
Jones cried “I’m shot.” 

Th credibility of Brewer was at- 
tacked by the government’s lawyer, 
M. J. Morrison, assistant attorney gen- 
eral from Washington, who defended 
the case. Brewer was charged with 
being a professional bootlegger, known 
under at least two aliases, while the

In the “terminable” permit bill, 
prepared, sponsored and presented by 
the companies to the legislature last 
May, the power was conferred upon 
the city for the ‘‘amortization of the 
purchase price.’’ This bill of the com- 
panies—-which was lambasted by the 
aldermen, last May, June and July— 
appears to give more advantage to the 
public than the “flop bill" does, on 
which the aldermanic subcommittee is 
scheduled to take formal action to- 
morrow. 

The bill of the companies last sum- 
mer provided that a ‘“terminable” 
permit “‘shall be terminated for mis- 
user or nonuser, according to law.” 
The latest aldermanhic bill does not 
provide for terminating the proposed 
franchise for “‘misuser or nonuser ” 
or for any other violation of the fran- 
chise within a year after the violation 
has been committed, and even then 
the franchise cannot be terminated ex- 
cept by finding a suitable purchaser 
who will pay the franchise holders in 
full for their property. 

On Dec. 9 the aldermen turned out 
a bill which reserved the right to the 
city to say “what acts, events or oc- 
currences shall constitute cause for 
the termination of said permit.” 

Alleged Joker Found. 

The “ fiop bill’”’ of Feb. 10 says that, 
“in addition to the option to purchase 
(by city), it shall be lawful to include 
in any such terminable permit any 
other terms, conditions, and provisions

We are already the largest foreign 
investors in Chile, both in the mining 
and nitrate industries, and in loans 
to the Chilean government. In the 
mext few years quantites of North 
American investments are contemplat- 
ed.

million dollars, which is considerable 


in excess of those in Brazil and some-

ments proposed, the highway is to 
exteod from Lake Michigan to the 
Ohio river, the northern end being at 
Michigan City and the southern at the 
river across from Louisville. 

Although not radically “super,” as 
guperhighways go in these days, the 
proposed pavement is a step beyond 
the current standards in width. For 
the purpose of obtaining immediate 
action there was formed recently at 
Greencastle, Ind., the Western Indi- 
ana Lake to River Highway associ- 


ation. 

The plan contemplates the construc- 
tion Of a 30 foot paved road over a 
soute that touches Lafayette, Craw- 
fordsville, Greencastle, Spencer, 
Bloomington, Bedford, Paoli, and New 
Albany. It is also intended to provide 
right of way that will permit a 60 foot 
pavemerit in the future. 


Factor in Enterprise. 

The attitude of Tue TRIBUNE on 
this highway question has been an 
important factor in the promotion of 
thie enterprise, according to George 
8 Harney of Crawfordsville, secretary 
of the highway association. 

“Frankly, Tue TRIBUN®’s cam- 
paign,”” he said, “for wider roadways 
is largely responsible for the present 
urge. This line of road has rather 
slept on its rights, and is just now 
awakening, with THe TrisuNe’s slo- 


A complete report upon the re 
gearch made by a special committee 
of the association was made public 
last week, together with an appeal 
that the coramunities of western In- 
diana get actively back of the enter- 
prise at once. 

Seryes Important Units. 

According to the tentative plans and 
map work, the new highway would 
gerve communities in which are situ- 
ated two state penal institutions, two 
gtate universities, two other universi- 
ties, two health resorts, two state 
parks, and through lateral connec- 
tions will give most efficient service 
t many communities now in need 
of it. 

At present there is no continuous 
through paved highway north and 
gouth in Indiana. The highway by 
way of South Bend and Indianapolis 
to the river has many gaps which 
may be completed as a continuous 
route in a short time. By that time, 
the officials of the association believe, 
the necessity for the western paved 
route will be acute, and it is intended 
to urge at least a commencement of 
work in the next year. 


Registrations in October

HIGHWAY TO COST 
$75,000,000 IS 
STARTED IN CUBA 


Bisect Island. 


HAVANA, Cuba, Jan. 28.—The larg- 
est road building project ever under- 
taken, representing an investment of 
$75,000 and employing an army 
of 5,000 men, has been started. 

Bisecting the island of Cuba, the 
new roadway will extend 700 miles. 
In length it will double the historic 
Appian way which was laid down in 
Italy by the ancient Romans 2,000 


years ago. 

It will be 20 feet wide in the country 
and will widen to 26 feet in the cities, 
being somewhat broader than the 
average highway. 

When completed, the highway will 
connect Guane of the Pinar del Rio 
province with Santiago de Cuba It 
will be known as the Central highway. 

Cities through which it will pass 
are: Pinar del Rio City, Consolicion 
del Sur, San Cristobal, Artemisa, 
Guanajay, Havana, Madruga, Matan- 
zas, Limonar, Colon, Santo Dimingo, 
Santa Clara, Sancti Spiritus, Ciego de 
Avila, Camaguey, Tunas, Falma Sori- 
ano, Bayamo, San Luis, Santiago de 
Cuba. Five years will be required for 
construction. 

The Cuban government has al- 
ready appropriated $3,400,000 for the 
new central highway and expects to

It is a fundamental instinct with 
most men and women who are mar-

live thing. 

Why not? For the simple reason 
that when a man sees he isn't goirig 
to be able to meet fhis payments he 
‘takes the matter up with his banker 
‘and his real estate agent and some 
way, somehow, a sale of the house is 

, aed arranged to another person. 


_ Plenty of Advice. 


: But ae he can’t sell his house? 
, He can sell it if in buying it or build- 
ing,it he has paid careful attention to 
certain essentials meeded to erect a 
“saleable” house. This resale value 
of a house, indeed, is one of the most 
important points for a home owner to 
consider. And every good architect 
and every good builder knows what 
these points are. The prospective 
buyer or builder has plenty of expert 
advice to obtain on this subject from 
a number of different sources. 

Houses, of course, are not alike in 
their resale value. Take a house on 
the order of the one shown today. If 
it were well built and placed on any 
sort of suftable lot, a man would have 
litle trouble reselling it. 

_In the first place a five room house 
is a “very popular Secondly, 
houses on the bungalow order, with 
rooms all on one floor, are indis- 
putably easy to dispose of. And again 
the simple lines of this small colonial 
residence would carry a large appeal 

among people looking for this general 
size of house.

solved. On the central markets more 
money is being offered for the light 
lamb. Recently lambs weighing 75 
pounds have sold for approximately 
$1 a hundred more than heavier 
grades that weigh 90 pounds or more. 
It would be easy if producers could 
swing to a 75 pound lamb that would 
come out of the feed lot with a finisk 
equal to the heavier grades. The solu- 
tion may be deeper than that; breed- 
ing experts will probably be called in 
again to revise their plans and use 
a smaller pattern in cutting lamb 
skins to meet future needs. 

This year farmers and ranchers are 
feeling the effects of this demand for 
smaller lambs. The federal govern- 
ment’s report a few days ago said 
that the number of sheep and lambs 
in the country was 2,700,000 greater 
at the beginning of this year than 
last and was the largest in sixteen 
years. About ten per cent more lambs 
were reported on feed. Prospects in- 
dicate a lamb crop this spring some 
what larger than last, assuming aver- 
age weather conditions. The report 
adds that this means there will be ap- 


ket both in the <.rst half and in the 
latter half of this year than was the 
case last year.

He had killed 
thirty-two enemies and wounded or captured thir- 
teen morc. But his carnage in the air had not yet 
reached ils zenith. “ Bloody April” was to follow.) 


INSTALLMENT VP. 
Written in Blood. 

O kill, to wound, or to capture an average of a 
T man a day for a month is the unprecedented 
war record which young Von Richthofen wrote 
in blood during the thirty days of April, 1917. 

Jt was the month America entered the war. 
The appearance of this new and formidable ally in 
the ranks of Germany’s foes added fresh fuel to the 


\killer spirit that dominated the ublan of the skies. 


He produced results and demanded ‘increased pro- 
duction from the members of his unit. He kept 


eareful books on their killings and became intolerant | 


gi those who lagged on the record. His own bag in- 
creased almost daily. 

Individual, almost personal contact killing on such 
a scale was beyond even the imagination of Prussia’s 
suthless war lords. It became-the boast at German 


headquarters that Richthofen’s appearance on any , 


sew sector was sufficient to cause extensive troop 
movements on the part of the enemy. 

He made “ Bloody April” a month of death and 
carnage in the air. In the number of casualties in- 
flicted the German air service at that period achieved 
the zenith of its power. 

German technical genius and industrial efficiency 
were responsible in! no small degree for the April 
guecesses of her flying forces. They brought out 
their new spring model planes at least six weeks be- 
fore the British eould deliver theirs at the front. 

For this failure on the part of home pfoduction in 
England scores of young British flyers paid with their 


- lives. Their old last year machines—of the slow, 


cumbersome B. E. and F. E. type, and the De Havi- 
land pusher scoute—were hopelessly outclassed by 
the new Halberstadt and Albatross scouts. 

The German machines could literally fiy circles 
around their adversaries; could outclimb and out- 
maneuver any British plane in the air. 

It was not until the middle of the following May 
that the lagging British supply departmént was able 
to equalize matters by delivering numbers of the 
new English modele—the two seater Bristol fighters, 
the 8. E.-5 single seater fighting planes, and the De 
Haviland-4 two seater fighting and bombing planes. 

By April 5 the Germans had completed their re- 
treat to the Hindenburg line, and four days later the 
allies opened their spring offensive of 1917 with the 
attack on Vimy ridge and the first battle of the 
Scarpe. 


The conflict waged unremittingly, night and day, — 
' throughout the month, and the activity of both sides 


in the air reached a peak never before touched in 


the war. 
* Richthofen’s first successful fight in April is per- 
haps the best documented combat of his career. 
The flying uhlan took a photograph of the wrecked 
plane in which he killed Lieut. J. C. Powell and Air 
Gunner P. Bonner. It remains today, with his nota- 
tions on the back, in one of his several scrapbooks 
in his mother’s home at Schweidnitz. : 
Further documentation comes in a detailed ac- 
count of the fight that Richthofen wrote for publica- 
tion. Another account of it was written by his 
younger brother, Lothar, who was now a full-fledged 
member of jagstaffel II, which name had been ab-

In his military report of the affair he wrote that 
he deliberately killed one of the English flyers after 
the plane had landed behind the German lines.

Werner Voss, an old comrade from Boelke 
squadron. 

Of all the German aces, Voss was closest to Richt- 
hofen in planes downed. On the previous day he 
had been accredited with his twenty-third victory 
and was only nine behind the baron.

Richt- 
hofen went aloft with Voss to accompany him to his 
airdrome. They flew about the clouds in the direc- 
tion of Arras, over which place they were joined by 
Lothar, who had recognized his brother’s red ma- 
chine from afar. | 

“ Suddenly we saw an English air patrol approach- 
ing from the other side (Richthofen later wrote). 
Immediately the thought occurred to me, ‘Now 
comes number thirty-three.’ | 

“I was nearest to the enemy and attacked the 
man at the rear of the formation. 

“ A favorable wind came to my aid and drove both 
of us over the German lines. My opponent discov- 
ered that the matter was not so simple as he had 
imagined. So he plunged into a cloud. i 

“I plunged after him and dropped out of the 


_ Cloud, and, as luck would have it, found myself quite | 


close behind him. I fired and he fired, without any 
tangible result. At last I hit him. I noticed a rib- 
bon of white gasoline vapor. He must land, for his 
engine had stopped. He fought on until he landed. 


“When he had come to the ground, I flew over 


him at an altitude‘of abouf thirty feet, in order to 
ascertain whether or not I had killed him. And 
what did the rascal do? He leveled his machine

“A few days ago I heard a person 
of varied experience say that the 
woman who has held herself pure was 
considered a bore and would find her- 
self lonely in the extreme. That men, 
even the best, regarded such a one 
as, unnatural and tiresome, and that 
the reward she earned was loneliness 
to the degree of almost becoming an 
object of pity. This statement was ap- 
proved by four of the seven present 
and these were so called representa- 
tive high type people. 

“I heatedly refused to believe such 
a statement and on forcefully voicing 
my beliefs and holding to the hope 
that I should preserve my ideals al-

“I don’t need any enlightenment as 
to what i right and what is wrong.

The Other Side, 

We'd have to believe that we had 
come upon decadent days, indeed, were 
we to accept the idea that men no 
longer respect chastity in women. And 
while we have evidence of a slackening 
of. moral fiber among certain classes 
of the so-called respectable, there is 
no proof extant that for purposes of 
family life, at least, man is content 
with other than the virtues that have 
won and held him through the ages. 

We have a surfeit of pornographic 
literature, it ig true, and the theater 
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may sneer at the virtues and deride 
the idealist, and art may exalt the 
ugly and the abnormal, but the per- 
centage of American manhood in- 
volved in the cult of decadence is com- 
paratively small, after all. And of all 
the men of all the countries of the 
world, the American is the greatest 
sentimentalist about women.

States as does any other fruit. 


There are wild apples growing all 
around the world in temperate zones, 
close relatives of the crab apple and 
not very good to eat.

The Schubert Centennial regrets, and 
says so in a letter, not to have seen In 


the extension of the closing date of 
the composers’ contest. Wherefore 
this department, apprised for the first 
time of this no dovbt important item, 
hastens to relay the information that 
the closing date is no longer March 31 
of this year, but April 30.

The Detector Tube 
Is the Heart of 
Tae. 
a Radio Receiver 

‘Like the human heart, the radio 
tube detector is the life valve of a re- 
ceiver. 

A popular belief that a detector 
merely “detects waves’ emitted from 
a broadcasting station ’”’ is only partly 
correct. It not only detects, but rec- 
tifies, making’ up its most important) 
duty. : 

Rectification is essential, because a 
transmitter sends out a current whose 
speed of vibration or frequency is too 
high for the ear to pick up. This fre 
quency is lowered by the detector. 

To perform its part efficiently the 
tube has three elements, a filament, a 
grid, and a plate. 

When the A battery heats the fila- 
mient negative electrons are thrown 
off. The plate or collectors, which is 
positively charged by the B battery, 
collects these n ive impulses, fol- 
lowing the electrical Jaw that opposites 
attract. 

The grid, which is a mesh of fine 
wire inserted between the filament and 
the plate, is the governor or regulator. 
The current reaching the detector is 
alternating at a high speed, having 
both negative and positive phases. It 
is the duty of the grid to let only the 
negative half pass to the positive 
plate. 

The action of the grid is something 
like that of an automatic interrupter, | 
opening and closing he plate circuit 
thousands of times a second. It is this 
relay action which prepares the music 
and voice for the ear of the listener.
